New Delhi, the 13 th July 1853 

• S.R.O. 1382. — Whereas the election of Shrl J. P. Srivastava of 4/270 Nawabganj, 
Kanpur, and Shrl Sumat Prasad, Advocate, of Ward No. 3, Muzaflarnagar, as mem- 
bers of the Council of States by the elected members of the Legislative Assembly 
of the State of Uttar Pradesh, has been called in question by an election petition 
duly presented under Part VI of the Representation of the People Act, 1951 
(XLIII of 1951) by Shrl Shibban Lai Saksena, son of B. Chhotey Lai, House No. 18, 
Mohalla Allah-dadpur in Gorakhpur City; 

And whereas by the notification No. 19/268-A/52-Elec.III, dated the 29th August, 
1952, the Election Commission in pursuance of the provisions of sections 86 and 88 
of the said Act appointed Shrl D, N. Roy, District Judge, Faizabad, to be the Chair- 
man of the Tribunal for the trial of the said petition and further appointed Faizabad 
as the place of trial; 

And whereas the said Shri D. N. Roy has resigned the Chairmanship of the 
Tribunal; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the power s conferred by sections 86 and 88 of the 
said Act and In partial supersession of the said notification, the Election Com- 
mission hereby appoints Shri Raghunandan Saran, a retired District Judge of 
Uttar Pradesh, to be the Chairman of the said Tribunal, and further appoints 
Lucknow as the place where the trial of the petition shall be held.
